safeguard the lives of the British, 
American, Canadian and United 
Nations soldiers poised for the in- 
vasion of Hitlerite Europe. 


1—Rigid restriction of travel to all} 


Ireland, 

2—The calling in by censors of 
all diaries of Allied soldiers. 

3—The closure March 31 of a 10- 
mile strip of the British coast ex- 
tending from Land's End, at the 
western end of the English chan- 
nel facing the Brest peninsula, to 
the Wash, on the east coast op- 
posite the Frisian islands which 
fringe the Netherlands and Ger- 
man coasts. 

4—The closure by the Admiralty 
of the Bay of Biscay and the waters 
extending from the Spanish coast 
to Eire. 

5—The banning for operational 
reasons of all civil air mail to Spain, 
Portugal, Switzerland, Gibraltar, 
Tangier, French and Spanish Mor- 
rocco, Algeria, ‘Tunisia, Corsica, 
Maderia, the Canary Islands, the 
Cape Verde Islands and the mid- 
Atlantic Azores. 


MORE ARE TO COME 

These measures—and more are to 
come, British leaders have made it 
plain—were taken against a back- 
ground which included ostentatious 
inspections of the invasion coast by 


German military overlords and the 
intense Allied aerial hammering at 
the French invasion coast and tar-

Just how great this Meaiterran- 
ean force is may be judged by

than the German air force. Now 
it is indicated an air force of com- 
parative size has been built in 
Italy.

LONDON, April 6—( AP)—Details 
on strides made in design and pro- 
duction of British aircraft were

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Greater Production 
Of Penicillin Soon 


CLEVELAND, April 6—(AP) — 


Twenty-one new penicillin manu- 
facturing plants in the United 
States and Canada, costing $20,- 


000,000, soon will be making nine 
pounds of pure penicillin a month, 
enough perhaps for the military 
forces, but not enough for a date 
to be set when this life-saving drug 
can be given to the public without 
restriction. 

The penicillin developments 
were reported to the American 
Chemical Society yesterday by 
Dr. Robert D. Coghill, of the 
United States department of agri- 
culture at Peoria, Ill, where 
much of the penicillin work has 
been done. 

The nine pounds will treat only 
250,000 cases of severe illness, but 
will do for 2,500,000 cases of gonor- 
rhea or other comparatively mild 
infections — mild, that is, when 
penicillin is the remedy. 

The cost of making penicillin has 
dropped 84 per cent in the last 
year, so that the dosage for severe 
illness costs about $35; and for 
gonorrhea $5. 

“However,” said Dr. Coghill, “the 
price will undoubtedly go much 
lower, and penicillin will be within 
reach of everybody.”

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Figures Tell the Tale 


While Japan is not beaten and nothing 
but harm could come of under-rating its 
forces, the losses which are being sustain- 
ed by its air arm are positively fantastic. 
Since the war began United States airmen 
and ack-ack gunners have shot 4,316 Jap 
planes out of the sky, against a loss of 921. 
And in the latest affair, at Hollandia, the 
score is surely an all-time record; 288 
planes shot down and destroyed on the 
ground for one bomber lost. 

On the sea the balance is similarly 
heavy, though the record is not so lop- 
sided, U.S. submarines alone have sent 517 
Japanese ships of all sorts and sizes—ex- 
cepting battleships—to the bottom, while 
scores more have been probably sunk or 
damaged. 

Air power and sea power are indespens- 
able to Japan. Without these in superior 
or at least equivalent strength it can 
neither maintain its land forces abroad nor 
defend itself against a crushing attack. It 
is plain that in both these vital branches its 
strength is diminishing; and there is a sug- 
gestion at least that the quality of its air- 
craft is below par.

Shaw’s New Alphabet 


George Bernard Shaw’s impassioned 
advocacy of a new 42-letter English alpha- 
bet which would represent all speech 
sounds in the language is not so wild and 
eccentric as may appear at first sight. 

If it is to our advantage to induce the 
wider use of English throughout the world 
it is to our advantage to take steps which 
will make the acquisition of the language 
easier. English is a difficult speech for the 
foreigner to acquire largely because of the 
very symbol discrepancies of which Mr. 
Shaw complains. The varying values of the 
alphabet symbols are discouraging at the 
outset. 

On the other hand, Spanish is the easi- 
est language to learn because it is almost 
entirely phonetic. 

The memorization of 16 new characters 
would present no great difficulty because 
the new characters would doubtless be 
built on the framework of existing charac- 
ters, For instance, the symbol chosen to 
represent the “th” sound could easily be a 
simple elision of the “t” and the “th”, 

Mr, Shaw’s suggestion is well worth

Canada’s Younger Talent 


The musical composition of a 23-year- 
old airman of Saskatoon was played the 
other night by the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra and is said to have been “re- 
ceived with enthusiasm by a large audi- 
ence”, 

This is more than the story of just one 
young Canadian who has achieved a mea- 
sure of artistic success. For, implicit in 
this small news item is also the story of 
countless young Canadians who possess 
unusual talents in the arts and have not 
been able to achieve even a small measure 
of recognition, 

No casual observer possesses a yard- 
stick to estimate the genius of this young 
Saskatoonian, But it is a fair assumption 
that there are at least hundreds of young 
Canadians who possess more than ordin- 
ary gifts in music, painting, sculpture and 
literature. 

This question, then, naturally arises; 
what is being done in a systematic way to 
enable these gifted young people to place 
their talents before the public in such a 
way as they will be encouraged, morally 
and financially, to develop them? 

A country’s cultural background is as 
vital an asset as its national income. 

Surely the business of developing talent 
is public business and should not be left to 
the frequently haphazard encouragement 
of individuals and private groups, 


Big Bill, the Miser 


William Hale Thompson, one - time 
mayor of Chicago on the isolationist ticket, 
who distinguished his administration by 
making childish attacks on the British 
Crown, departed this life the other day and 
left a sizeable estate of several hundred 
thousand dollars. However, when his fam- 
ily began to investigate his affairs, they 
found currency tucked away in every con- 
ceivable corner, A total of a million and a 
half was found hidden in varioys places. 
Big Bill was a miser. 

Everybody remembers Thompson’s 
hatred of Britain, At one time he accused 
King George V of meddling in Chicago's 
educational affairs and threatened to 
“bust” His Majesty ‘‘on the snoot”, 

Now there is obviously no direct con- 
nection between Thompson's miserly habits 
and his Britain-baiting. There are many 
misers who cherish no desire to “bust” a 
king ‘‘on the snoot’. Conversely, there are 
many lion’s-tail-twisters in the Chicago 
area who have no fortune hidden away. 
But there is a connection between the two 
phenomena inasmuch as they both indicate 
the gentleman's unwholesome mental out- 
look. 

And that is a generalization that might 
very well apply to all who endeavor to stir 
up international animosities. To put it 


bluntly, there is usually something the 
matter with their heads, 

Big Bill Thompson’s mania for “folding 
money” is significant. He evidently trusted 
hia own government no more than he trust- 
ed his particular bugbear, King George. 


30 in One Month 


News that during March 30 enemy U- 
boats were sunk in the Atlantic is a sober- 
ing shock for any who have supposed that 
Doenetz had given up the fight and called 
his subs back to-home waters. Obviously 
they are still abroad, prowling along the 
shipping lanes, looking for prey. Since 
30 many were destroyed they are probably 
as numerous in those areas as they ever 
were. But in the first three months of the 
year they bagged only one Allied or neu- 
tral merchant ship in the western Atlantic. 

This explains what Allied naval and air 
escort and patrol craft have been doing, 
and how splendidly they are doing it. It 
explains also why Canada’s navy is still 
calling for more men, and why more ships 
are still going out of the building yards and 
into service. 

The U-boat has not been exterminated. 
It has not been driven from the sea. It has 
not changed its ways and become a law- 
respecting combatant. It has not been im- 
mobilized by mutiny or cowardice on the 
part of its crew. It is still the murderous, 
daring, far-ranging pirate vessel it always 
was, That its victims are few is due to the 
watchfulness of our sailors and airmen; 
that it so often meets disaster is due to 
their courage and skill. 

Mr. Churchill has said repeatedly that 
the “bridge” of merchant ships across the 
Atlantic is the life-line of the Allies. If it 
had not been kept intact the Russians 
would not now be in Rumania, nor a mam- 
moth invasion force poised in Britain. Can- 
ada can play no finer part in the war than 
it is playing on the sub-infested waters of 
the Atlantic.

What in all the world could offer 
a greater release from the intol- 
erable burdens of modern life than 
to have at your hand a barrel of 
eggs and, before you, a stream of 
travellers to throw them at? We 
live in a world that badly needs an 
egg aimed accurately at the back 
of its neck. But it is a world which 
has repressed these innocent de- 
lights and has ended in throwing 
bombs instead.

in all discussions of northern and 
southern polar regiohs. He said: “A 
country whose possession today 
goes up to the Arctic regions will 
have a right, or should have a 
right, or has a right to all the 
lands that are to be found in the 
waters between a line extending 
from its eastern extremity) north 
and another line extending from 
the western extremity north. All 
the lands between the tow lines up 
to the North Pole should belong 
and do belong to the country whose 
territory abuts up there, Now, if 
we take our geography, it is a sim- 
ple matter.” This is the “sector 
principle.” 


Canada has not relied upon this | 


principle, but in other instances the 
theory has been invoked. It is the 
basis of a British declaration in 
1917, laying claims to all islands 
and territories in the Falkland 
islands sector of the Antarctic. Sim- 
ilarly, it is the basis of British claim 
to territory in the Ross Depend- 
ency sector, issued in 1923. In 1926, 
the Soviet government relied on the 
sector principle in claiming all lands 
lying within the sector north of 
Russian territory. British regula- 
tions governing whaling operations 
in the Ross sector requires whalers 
entering that sector to obtain a lic- 
ense from the New Zealand gov- 
ernment, 
* * * 


It is not upon the sector theory, 
but upon the principle of effective 
occupation that Canada claims all 
territory lying north of its conti- 
nental position. In the case of far 
northern regions, effective occupa- 
tion does not amount to much. But 
this may change in future, and after 
the war a great increase in Can- 
adian “occupation” and use of the 
far northern region may develop as 
new air routes extend the frontier.

the | Yet the sector theory is attractive 


to a country with a boundary in 
the Arctic, as Canada has, and it 
has been used from time to time in 
supporting Canadian claims. Dur- 
| ing the season of 1908-09, an official 
|Canadian exploration expedition 
proclaimed Canadian sovereignty 
over the whole Arctic archipelago 
between meridians 60 and 141, 

Maps of Canada made by the Ca- 
nadian government always include 
all the Arctic archipelago within 
|Canadian territory. New sectional 
maps being printed by the Cana- 
dian government include al. the 
latest information on Arctic terri- 
tory. These are being issued for 
regions as far north as 73 degrees 
of latitude, far beyond the Arctic 
Cirele. In 1921, Canada informed 
Denmark that discoveries made 
|north of Canada by the Danish ex- 
|plorer Knud Rasmussen, would not 
be recognized as a basis of terri- 
jtorial claims, Since 1925, Canada 
has required explorers and scien- 
tists wishing to work in the Arctic 
islands north of Canada to obtain 
a Canadian license. 

* * * 


To the question whether Canada 
}claims right up to the North Poles 
Mr. Stewart, minister of interior in 
1925, said: “Yes, right up to the 
North Pole.” He defined the area of 
Canada’s claim as all area lying be- 
tween 60 degrees and 142 degrees 
west, but he evidently meant 141 
degrees west, which is the Canada- 
Alaska boundary. 

The Arctic Islands Preserve was 
created by Canada in 1928. It in- 
cludes the archipelago north of the 
Canadian mainland, By order in 
council on May 15, 1929, this was re- 
served as hunting and fishing pre- 
serve for Eskimos and Indians. 

By these acts, Canada has been 
exercising jurisdiction over the 
northern Arctic islands that fringe 
the Arctic Ocean, It is on that basis 


of exercise of jurisdiction that 
claims of Canadian sovereignty 
rest. 


Explanation of Air Policy . 


Relation Between Private 
Capital and _ Publicly 
Owned Service 

By GRANT DEXTER 
OTTAWA.—At first sight the air 
policy announced by Mr. Howe on 


March 17 appears to create a 
publicly-owned monopoly in civil 
aviation. This is the impression 
left by the decision to compel the 
Canadian Pacific Railways to retire 
from the air business within one 
year after the end of the war. 
On closer study, however, this 
view will be found to be super- 
ficial. The policy is much more 
complicated than that. There are 
three kinds of air operations— 
international, main line or major 


domestic services, and the _ so- 
called feeder lines or develop- 
mental services. At the present 


time the CPA only operates the 
third class of services, Both in 
international and major domestic 
services, a  publicly-owned mo- 
nopoly already exists, Therefore, 
in these fields, the new policy in- 
stead of creating a publicly-owned 
monopoly, confirms one that is al- 
ready established, 

In the third field,

Air trans- 
port is not a theoretical but a 
practical problem, It cannot use- 
fully be approached in a doctrin- 
aire or ideological way. You can- 
not argue for private enterprise or 
state ownership, as such, You must 
seek the best available policy in 
the circumstances as they exist. 

With this in mind, there follows 
a careful summary of the case in 
support of a publicly-owned mon- 
opoly of international and main 
line services. In fairness it may be 
said that much of it comes from 
men who are experienced in civil 
aviation but who are also highly 
successful business executives and 
who normally are ardent cham- 
pions of private enterprise. 

Air transportation differs 
other forms of transportation 
that the state must put up by far 
the greater part of the money.

The air companies must be 
subsidized, No air service in Can- 
ada could remain in business un- 
less in receipt of a state subsidy— 
usually a mail subsidy. Indeed, no 
air company, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, ever operated anywhere 
in the world without a substantial 
subsidy. The chief exception here 
| was the London-Paris service, And 
}even with heavy subsidies few air 
{lines make money. Air travel is 
costly. It is a law of transportation 
that costs rise steeply with speed 
and the airplane is the speediest 
means of travel.

(1) The public must put up some- 
thing like 95 per cent. of the total 
expenditures necessary to the es- 
tablishment of an air service.

Though Cassino proves that 
the whole undertaking was ill 
conceived, a prominent commen- 
tator, Major George Fielding 
Eliot, finds it possible to exclaim 
that “wars are still won in the 
mud” not by tanks and airplanes. 
These, he says, are “all just mem- 
bers of the team, whose final pur- 
pose is that a weary and mud- 
caked infantryman shall be able 
to crawl forward from one hole 
to another and stay there.” 

But it is precisely the whole 
“team” that met defeat. It is pre- 
cisely the infantryman who was un- 
able to follow up the thorough de- 
molition accomplished by the other 
elements. Has Major Eliot tried 
to calculate how long it would take 
“a weary and mud-caked infantry- 
man” to crawl from Cassino to 
Berlin, or from Australia and India 
to Tokyo? The Italian front has 
netted us failure after failure just 
because it is based on such obso- 
lete ideas of hole-to-hole crawling 


in an age when direct strategic 
blows at the enemy's heart are 
possible. 


FUNDAMENTAL LAW 
Whent we opened the Italian front 


without first attaining complete 
control of the air over the entire 
theatre of operations—and that 


means all of Fortress Europe—we 
aefied the fundamental law of mod- 
ern warfare conditioned by the as- 
cendancy of air power. I pointed 
out time and time again that local 
and temporary air superiority was 
not enough; that we must take 
command of all the skies in the 
ies used to take command of the 
seas 

We shall continue to blunder and 
to squander precious lives and re- 
sources as long as we refuse to re- 
ognize the new military order. In 
effect we follow bow-and-arrow 
methods in an epoch of firearms, 
Then, when the enterprise fails, we 


blame the firearms instead of 
blaming the fallacious strategy 
GENUINE COMMAND 

In Tunisia and Sicily we were 


able to take genuine command of 
the skies. Why? Because the Ger- 
mans were unable to reinforce 
their air power over water gaps. 
We lost that command as soon as 
we invaded the continent proper. 
We could merely establish brief 
local ascendancy, until the enemy 
shifted enough air strength to the 
point to wipe out such ascendancy.

Holy Day 


Recruits Needed Churches Arrange Services 


Of Deeply Religious Nature 
In Observance Good Friday 


Services of deep solemnity in observance of mourning for 
the crucified Jesus Christ, and of his suffering and sacrifice, 


| will be observed in churches throughout this city on Friday. 
| Ever since the first Good Friday the day has been set aside 


or profound religious celebration and since the Global War 
has spread misery, destruction and suffering in all civilized 


Two explanations of the name 
Good Friday have been offered, 
One is that it is God's Friday, 
and the other is that the life and 
death of Jesus brought Good to 
the world. Other names are given 
to the day. The Anglo-Saxons 
called it Long Friday and in the 
Greek church, and in Latin coun- 
tries it is Holy Friday. 
Throughout Christendom the day 

known as Good Friday, the Friday 
preceding Easter Sunday, is cele- 
brated in memory of the Cruci- 
fixion of Christ as described in St 
John’s gospel, 

In days before food rationing re- 
moved them from the celebration, 
Hot Cross buns were the especial 
fare of Good Friday. They were 
loaves of bread, or buns, 
spiced and sweetened, and with a 
white cross marked on their sugary 
brown surface. 

In England vendors go, or used 
to go about the streets with baskets 
of them, shouting: 

“One a penny, 

Two a penny, buns, 

One a penny, two a penny, 

Hot Cross Buns.” 

Here the buns were displayed in 
bake-shops as part of the Easter 
decorations. 

ORIGIN OBSCURE 

The origin of the Hot Cross bun 
is obscured by the fog of ages, but 
there is a theory that it belongs to 
ancient Greece. Cecrops, founder 
of Attica, offered to the Olympic 
gods small cakes of “boun.” The 
word resembles “bous,” the Greek 
term for ox, and the cakes were 
marked with a design shaped like

The inability to sleep may arise 
from purely mental causes. I have 
had many patients tell me that 
they were sleepy until they went) 
to bed, after which they became 
wide awake. If a person believes 
that he will fall asleep as soon as 
his head hits the pillow, he usually | 
will. However, there are many} 
physical and mental causes capable 
of producing insomnia or sleepless 
ness. As a general rule, the cause | 
can be traced to an irritation or 
stimulation arising in the digestive 
tract, 

The use of incorrect food com- 
binations in the evening meal, 
| leading to the formation of excess 
ive gas is one of the principal 
causes of wakefulness. When this 
is the cause, the patient will find 
that such a simple measure as) 
taking a plain warm water enema 
| will induce almost immediate relief 
so that he can return to bed and 
fall into a sound restful slumber. 

In some cases the disturbance of 
sleep may originate in a faulty mat- 
tress, the distraction arising from 
continued noise, or the habit of

nerve tension, Very often the cause | 
lies in not enough exercise being | 
taken to induce a normal healthy 
}muscular tiredness. If your work 
is of the menta: ‘ype, then you will 
not obtain enough exercise during 
working hours to induce physical 
fatigue and you should devote the 
evening to physical activity, As) 
you are already aware when you 
are really tired physically, you will 
find it as easy to go to sleep as to 
roll off a log. The laborer is not | 
the individual who suffers from} 
sleeplessness. Wakefulness is| 
largely confined to those working | 
with their brains and not their | 
hands. | 

The psychic causes of insomnia | 
have not been appreciated in the 
past but the influence of mental or 
emotional causes upon sleepless- 
ness is now better understood. The 
patient who is dissatisfied or dis- 
contented during waking hours will 
find it hard to relax enough to 
sleep soundly, The cure in such 
cases rests upon adjusting the 
emotional life and any conflict 
which may exist must be overcome 
by means of psychotherapy.

WASHINGTON — Looking back 
over my trip to South America, | 
want to tell you today about my 
brief visit to Dutch Guiana and my 
trip from there to Brazil. 

My few hours in Dutch Guiana 
were all spent at Zandrey field,| 
where we landed. This is about 30 
miles from the city of Paramaribo, 
and I think it must be a rather lone- 
ly place, though they tried to give 
our men stationed there good re- 
creational facilities. 

I was sorry our schedule did not) 
give us time to go into the cily, near 
which we have a fairly large mili-| 
| tary establishment. There we have a| 
U.S.O. which is visited by the men 
from Zandrey field whenever they 
}can get in, but is primarily used | 
by our servicemen stationed nearer 
| town, 

His Excellency the Dutch gover- 
nor and a number of officials came | 
out to greet me and went with me | 
to visit all the various field activi-| 
ties. Afterwards, there were some 
formal ceremonies at which a few) 
of our men paraded with some 
Dutch units. I was particularly inter- 
ested to meet the head of the Dutch | 
WACS in this colony and to see 
| one of their battalions parade 

After lunch, we took off for Be- 
lem, Brazil. For hours we flew over 
dense jungle and finally over the 
mouth of the Amazon, which has 
formed many islands because of the 
silt which makes it a muddy river. 
The Para river, which we crossed 
just before landing, is really just 
the southern mouth of the Amazon. 

I was impressed by the difficulties 
which have been overcome in the 
building of facilities in the jungle. | 
It grows up so fast and encroaches 
on cleared Jand so quickly that it 
requires constant vigilance to keep 
it down, and yet, around our mili- 
tary areas, they have even managed 
to do very efficient malaria-control | 
work, There is comparatively little | 
illness among our men and the cli-| 
mate must be fairly healthy in spite | 
of the humidity. 

It was early autumn there, since 
we had crossed the equator, and 
it was the end of the rainy season. 
During the rainy season, it rains six 
or seven times a day; at other times, 
ogly about once a week. 

Our men there are homesick, of 
colrse, but many of them told me 
that they were much impressed by 
the possibilities that the country 
offered for development. One of 
them told me he felt sure there) 
were rich iron ore deposits and that 
anything we grew in the United 
States would grow there almost 
continuously the year round. Per- 
haps this is one of the areas where 
displaced populations can settle in 
the future. 

At Zandrey field in Duteh Guiana, 
it seemed a little odd to be walking 
along a path made by material 
| which is rich in Bauxite, and the 
} governor told me afterwards that 
that particular material was bheir 
greatest contribution to the war 
effort.

It's hard to make the vast sub 
| ject of money understandable to a 
lehild without either minimizing or 
magnifying its importance. The 
necessity to attempt explanation 
came to a mother when her three- 
year-old said wonderingly, “Why 
do you give the ashman Daddy's 
| money? And why do you give Sally 
50 cents when she stays with Neddy 


and me?” 
The child must learn that 
everything tangible has some 


money value. Someone must buy 
and pay for it. He can under- 
stand that his toys may he gifts 
but someone has paid for them. 
When he destroys them he de- 
stroys a money value. 

Where the money comes from is 
through work. If not the work of 
his father, then of grandfather or 
great-crandfather, but someone has 
exchanged work for money some- 
where, sometime. 

The complication arrives when 
the child wants to exchange his 
work for money. Then there must 
be a further explanation that 
while his work has value it may 
| not, in the home, be a money 
value, In the home everyone 
works for the benefit of every- 
one else. 

The father works for the money, 
the mother works in order to make 
the home livable for all of them, 
A good meal, a well-made bed, 
clean, sparkling dishes and glasses 
and silver, a clean porch, a furnace 
that works well, these are all bene- 
fits everyone enjoys, though one 
may acceot the obligation to per- 
form such tasks as his share of the 
household boad. 

Money does come into the pic- 
ture in a slightly different way. 
Just”as the tasks are shared, so is 
the money the father earns. It be- 
longs to each one of them, in some 
proportion, as his share in the 
family income. He gets that share 
in many different ways, in clothes 
and food and shelter, but he also 
gets some share of the actual 
money so that he may learn how to 
use this universal medium of ex- 
'change for work 
It's a vast subject but we do well 
jto think clearly of it so that our 
| practices may not be unnecessarily 
fconfusing to the child. Then he 
|knows that the ashman does not 
work for us, but works for money, 
the caretaker ditto. While he, do- 
ing the same tasks, may get only 
his regular allowance as a member 
of the family. (This is for you, Mrs, 
J. I.)
